Dear Ms. O'Doniiell: 

After reviewing Mr. Tichenor's letter of October 5 ,  2004, it was determined that meters 
serving resort property was not included in the information filed in our application for a rate 
increase. Perry Park has changed ownership several times and I was unaware that tlie Park was 
not being billed for usage. The following is tlie limited information I have regarding usage i n  the 
park. 

The hotel service is metered. The hotel is open approximately 7 inonths per year 
depending oii tlie weather. During those months tlie hotel uses an average of 18,000 gallons per 
month. 

A rental house on tlie property is occupied approximately 50 nights per year and the 
usage is less than 2,000 per month. A condo on the property has a meter but is not ysed at all. 

The shelter at the golf course has a meter. The shelter is used qpproximately 7 months an@ 
would have very minimal usage. The office has restroorqs and would use very little water. The 
restaurant is open 7 months each year and we estiinqtte the usage wo~Jd be about the same as the 
hotel. 

We are working with Carroll County Water District to ensure that these meters are read 
If you need additional information please each month and Perry Park is billed accordingly.
